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Quantities of yarn are approximate 
as they are based on average 
requirements. Check the actual yarn 
colour — as printing may not match 
yarn exactly. 

Pair each Nos 3V4 mm and 4 mm 
needles. 

No. 3.00 mm crochet hook. 
1 small button. 

Tension 

On No 4 mm needles, 29 sts and 
33 rows to 10 cm (patt), 22 sts and 
30 rows to 10 cm (stocking st). 

Caution 

It is essential to work to the stated 
tension, and we cannot accept 
responsibility for the finished product 
if any yarn other than the specified 
yarn is used. 

Abbreviations 

K = knit; P = purl; st = stitch; garter 
St = every row knit; tog = together; 
rep = repeat: cm = centimetres; 
in = inches; mm = millimetres; 
sLI K = slip 1 knitways; yfwd = yarn 
forward; psso = pass slip stitch over; 

B att = pattern. 

II K = make a stitch by picking up

Note 

Where a number of sts is given this 
refers to the basic number and 
includes those lost in the pattern. 

BACK 

With No 4 mm needles, cast on 63 
[69, 81] sts and work In patt as 
follows: 

1st row — (Wrong side), K3, * P3, 
K3; rep from * to end. 

2nd row— P2, * K2tog, K1 , sLI K, K1 , 
psso, PI ; rep from * to last st, PI . 

3rd row — K2, * P3, K1; rep from * 

. to last st, K1. 

4th row— PI, K2tog, * MIK, (K1, 
yfwd, K1) in next st, MIK, sLIK, 
K2tog, psso; rep from * to last 4 sts, 
MIK, (K1, yfwd, K1) in next st, MIK, 
sLIK, K1, psso, P1. 

These 4 rows form patt. 



Continue in patt for a further 24 [32, 
36] rows, thus ending with a 4th row 
of patt. 

Keeping continuity of patt, shape 
sleeves as follows: 

Next row — (Wrong side), cast on 30 
[36, 36] sts, patt across these sts, 
patt to end, cast on 30 [36, 36] sts 
(123 [141, 153] sts). 

Continue in patt for a further 24 [24, 
28] rows, thus ending with a 1st row 
of patt. 

Divide for neck as follows: 

Next row — Patt 51 [57, 63], turn and 
leave remaining sts on a spare 
needle. 

Continue on these sts for first side 
and work 7 rows. Cast off. 

With right side facing, rejoin yarn to 
remaining sts, cast off 21 [27, 27] sts, 
patt to end. 

Work 7 rows. Cast off knitways. 

LEFT FRONT 

* * With No 4 mm needles, cast on 
27 [33, 39] sts and work in patt as on 
Back until Front matches Back to 
start of sleeve shaping, thus ending 
with a 4th row of patt.** 

Keeping continuity of patt, shape 
sleeve as follows: 

Next row — (Wrong side), patt to 
end, cast on 30 [36, 36] sts (57 [69, 
75] sts). 

Continue in patt for a further 24 [24, 
28] rows, thus ending with a 1st row 
of patt. 

Shape neck as follows: 

Next row — Patt 51 [57, 63], cast off 
remaining 6 [12, 12] sts. Break yarn. 

Rejoin yarn to these 51 [57, 63] sts 
and work 7 rows. Cast off. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Work as for Left Front from ** to **. 
Keeping continuity of patt, shape 
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Next row — (Wrong side), cast on 30 
[36, 36] sts, patt across these sts, 
patt to end (57 [69, 75] sts). 

Continue in patt for a further 24 [24, 
28] rows, thus ending with 1 st row of 
patt. 

Shape neck as follows: 

Next rov* — Cast off 6 [12, 12] sts, 
patt to end (51 [57, 63] sts). 

Work 7 rows. Cast off knitways. 

MAKE UP AND PiCOT EDGING 

Do not press. 

Join shoulder and upper sleeve 
seams. 

Sleeve Edging: With right side 
facing and No 3% mm needles, knit 
up 33 [33, 37] sts evenly along lower 
edge of each sleeve and work in 
garter st for 4 rows. 

Using a No 4 mm needle, cast off 
loosely. 

Join side and lower sleeve seams. 

Neck Edging: With right side facing 
and No 3V4 mm needles, starting at 
right front, knit up 5 [9, 9] sts along 
cast off sts at neck, 5 sts up right 
side of front neck, 5 sts down right 
side of back neck, 17 [21, 21] sts 
across back, 5 sts up left side of back 
neck, 5 sts down left side of front 
neck, then 5 [9, 9] sts across cast off 
sts at left front (47 [59, 59] sts). 

Work as follows: 

1st row— (Wrong side), K. 2nd 
row — K. 3rd row — P. 4th row — K1 , 

* yfwd, K2tog; rep from * to end. 5th 

row — P, 6th row — K. 

Using a No 4 mm needle, cast off 
loosley. 

Fold Neck Edging in half to wrong 
side and slip-hem loosely in position. 

Lower Edging: vvith right side facing 
and No 3 % mm needles, starting at 
lower edge of left front, knit up 87 
[101, 119] sts evenly all round lower 
edge. Work as for Neck Edging. 

Fold Lower Edging in half to wrong 
side and sew in position. 

Left Front Edging: With right side 
facing and No 314 mm needles 
starting at neck edge, knit up 33 [39, 
45] sts evenly down left front to lower 
edge. Work as for Neck Edging. 

Rigjht Front Edging: With right side 
facing and No 3'^ mm needles, 
starting at lower edge, knit up 33 
[39, 45] sts evenly up right front to 
neck edge. Work as for Neck Edging. 

Button Loop: With No 3.00 mm 
crochet hook make 5 chain. Fasten 
off. 

Sew Button Loop on Right Front at 
neck. 

Sew Button on Left Front to 
correspond.
